n If the tire pressure warning light comes on 

Be sure to observe the following precautions. Failure to do so could cause loss of 

vehicle control and result in death or serious injury. 

1 Stop your vehicle in a safe place as soon as possible. Adjust the tire inflation pres¬ 
sure immediately. 

1 If the tire pressure warning light comes on even after tire inflation pressure adjust¬ 
ment, it is probable that you have a flat tire. Check the tires. If the tire is flat, 
change to the spare tire and have the flat tire repaired by the nearest Lexus 
dealer. 

1 Avoid abrupt maneuvering and braking. If the vehicle tires deteriorate, you could 
lose control of the steering wheel or the brakes.

n Maintenance of the tires 

Each tire, including the spare (if provided), should be checked monthly when cold 
and inflated to the inflation pressure recommended by the vehicle manufacturer on 
the vehicle placard or tire inflation pressure label (tire and loading information 
label). (If your vehicle has tires of a different size than the size indicated on the vehi¬ 
cle placard or tire inflation pressure label [tire and loading information label], you 
should determine the proper tire inflation pressure for those tires.) 

As an added safety feature, your vehicle has been equipped with a tire pressure 
monitoring system (TPMS-tire pressure warning system) that illuminates a low tire 
pressure telltale (tire pressure warning light) when one or more of your tires is sig¬ 
nificantly under-inflated. Accordingly, when the low tire pressure telltale (tire pres¬ 
sure warning light) illuminates, you should stop and check your tires as soon as 
possible, and inflate them to the proper pressure. Driving on a significantly under- 
inflated tire causes the tire to overheat and can lead to tire failure. Under-inflation 
also reduces fuel efficiency and tire tread life, and may affect the vehicle's handling 
and stopping ability. 

Please note that the TPMS (tire pressure warning system) is not a substitute for 
proper tire maintenance, and it is the driver's responsibility to maintain correct tire 
pressure, even if under-inflation has not reached the level to trigger illumination of 
the TPMS low tire pressure telltale (tire pressure warning light). 

丫 our vehicle has also been equipped with a TPMS (tire pressure warning system) 
malfunction indicator to indicate when the system is not operating properly. The 
TPMS (tire pressure warning system) malfunction indicator is combined with the 
low tire pressure telltale (tire pressure warning light). When the system detects a 
malfunction, the telltale will flash for approximately one minute and then remain 
continuously illuminated. This sequence will continue upon subsequent vehicle 
stari-ups as long as the malfunction exists. When the malfunction indicator is illumi¬ 
nated, the system may not be able to detect or signal low tire pressure as intended. 

TPMS (tire pressure warning system) malfunctions may occur for a variety of rea¬ 
sons, including the installation of replacement or alternate tires or wheels on the 
vehicle that prevent the TPMS (tire pressure warning system) from functioning 
properly. Always check the TPMS (tire pressure warning system) malfunction tell¬ 
tale after replacing one or more tires or wheels on your vehicle to ensure that the 
replacement or alternate tires and wheels allow the TPMS (tire pressure warning 
system) to continue to function properly.

1 Turn off any unnecessary electrical components when the vehicle is running at a 
low speed for an extended period, such as in heavy traffic. 

n When the 12-volt battery is removed or discharged 

The hybrid system may not start. (^R 539) 
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A CAUTION 

n Avoiding 12-volt battery fires or explosions 

Observe the following precautions to prevent accidentally igniting the flammable 

gas that may be emitted from the 12-volt battery: 

1 Make sure each jumper cable is connected to the correct terminal. 

1 Do not allow the ends of the jumper cable used for the "+" terminals to come into 
contact with any other parts or metal surface in the area, such as brackets or 
unpainted metal. 

1 Do not allow the "+" and terminals of the jumper cables to come into contact 
with each other. 

1 Do not smoke, use matches, cigarette lighters or allow open flame near the 12- 
volt battery. 

n 12-volt battery precautions 

The 12-volt battery contains poisonous and corrosive acidic electrolyte, while 

related parts contain lead and lead compounds. Observe the following precautions 

when handling the 12-volt battery: 

1 When working with the 12-volt battery, always wear safety glasses and take care 
not to allow any battery fluids (acid) to come into contact with skin, clothing or the 
vehicle body. 

1 Do not lean over the 12-volt battery. 

1 In the event that battery fluid comes into contact with the skin or eyes, immedi¬ 
ately wash the affected area with water and seek medical attention. 

Place a wet sponge or cloth over the affected area until medical attention can be 
received. 

1 Always wash your hands after handling the battery support, terminals, and other 
battery-related parts. 

1 Do not allow children near the 12-volt battery.

The following may indicate that your vehicle is overheating: 

1 The high engine coolant temperature warning light comes on or 
flashes: 

The engine may be overheating.

1 Hybrid system output decreases. 

1 Steam is conning from the engine area. 
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A CAUTION 

n To prevent an accident or injury when inspecting under the hood of your vehicle 

1 If steam is seen coming from under the hood, do not open the hood until the 
steam has subsided. The engine compartment may be very hot, causing serious 
injury such as burns. 

1 With a hybrid vehicle, there are times when the gasoline engine automatically 
starts to run or the cooling fans suddenly start to operate. Do not touch or 
approach the rotating parts of the belt or fans. Doing so may lead to fingers, 
clothes or tools getting caught, resulting in an accidental injury. 

1 Do not loosen the coolant reservoir cap while the hybrid system and radiator are 
hot. 

Serious injury, such as burns, may result from hot coolant and steam released 
under pressure.

n When adding engine/power control unit coolant 

Wait until the hybrid system has cooled down before adding engine/power control 
unit coolant. 

When adding coolant, do so slowly. Adding cool coolant to a hot hybrid system too 
quickly can cause damage to the hybrid system.

n When attempting to free a stuck vehicle 

If you choose to rock the vehicle back and forth to free it, make sure the surround¬ 
ing area is clear to avoid striking other vehicles, objects or persons. The vehicle may 
also lunge forward or lunge back suddenly as it becomes free. Use extreme cau¬ 
tion. 

n When shifting the shift lever 

Be careful not to shift the shift lever with the accelerator pedal depressed. 

This may lead to unexpected rapid acceleration of the vehicle that may cause an 
accident and result in death or serious injury. 


A notice 

n To avoid damaging the transmission and other components 

1 Avoid spinning the wheels. 

1 If the vehicle remains stuck after trying these procedures, the vehicle may require 
towing to be freed. 
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
